Tekst: John 12: 20—33. 

"Uten at hvedel(omet falder i Jorden og 
dør blir det alene; men naar det dør, 
bærer det megen jrugl." v. 24. 

Dette talte Jesus i templet, maaske. Ons¬ 
dag i den stille uke, og kanske er der sidste 
•offentlige tale han holdt der. I Matth. 
22, 46 hører vi at han hadde havt det sid¬ 
ste ordskifte med faresærne og de skrift- 
kloke, om hvis søn Missias var. De sier 
Davids-Jesus fremkalder at han maa være 
Guds søn siden David kalder ham Herre 
Math. 22, 45. Dette stoppede munden 
paa dem. De kunde ikke svare og ikke tur- 
•de de spørge ham mere; men en ting fæstet 
sig i deres at tanke, og det var det, at 
han selv gjør krav paa at være Messias og 
lærer at Messias er Guds Søn, og saaledes 
gjør han sig selv til Guds Søn. Disse som 
hadde saa længe luret paa Jesus at faa no¬ 
get holdbart at anklage ham for, hadde nu 
saa over all forventning, faat fældende bevis 
imot ham. At det blev fældende høre vi 
fra Math. 26: 1—3, og flg. "Se, nu 
Tar I hørt gudsbespottelsen.” 1—5. 

“Vidste I ikke, at Jeg maa være i min 
Faderes hus” Luk. 1, 49, kommer os i 
minde, naar vi ser hvorledes Jesus gjør 
Templet likesom til sit hovedkvarter ved 
avslutningen av sit aabenbarings virke som 
Messias, Guds Søn, Verdens Frelser. Men 
tiden nærmer sig da Menneskens Søn skal 
overgives i syndige menneskers hænder, 
igjennem lidelse og død skulde han vise sig 
<et tempel som' ikke var gjordt med men- 
neskehaand, et Tempel hvori han kunde 
.sitte og drage alle til sig Joh. 12, 32, og 
ikke et Tempel som Jerusalems Tempel, 
ti der hadde Vederstyggeligheten tat sin 
ibolig. — Førend han forlater Templet for 
stedse, saa uttaler han Guds Dom over det 
-og sier: “Se, eders hus skal lades eder øde. 
Math. 23, 38. “Ve det hus som Jesus 
viker ifra, den sjæl som han forlater, for 
•dem er veien til ødelæggelse kort. 

Netop nu i dette kritiske øieblik, naar 
Jesus fødte sig saa usigelig forladt av sit 
■eget folk, :ommer der til ham besked om 
nogle Grækere som vilde se ham, som vilde 
bli nermere kjændt med ham v. 20—21. 
Det er Faderen som minder Sønnen om 
den anden hjord som han skulde forme 
med Israel til en hjord og en hyrde. Det 
«r hedningeverden som kalder paa ham, 
som Messias, Guds Søn, den gode hyrde 
som skal føre dem til Gud. Det er en 
opfordring til Jesus snart at reise det tem¬ 
pel hvor baade Jøde og Græker har ad¬ 
gang tilsammen — Det minder ham om 
hans forestaaende store gjerning at fuld- 
byrde den frelse som han var kommen med 
til Verden. Ja, ham var jo netop nu færdig 
til at gaa til fuldbyrdelsen derav, men se 
paa veien til Maalet, hvor rædselstuld er 
den ikke, spaat, haan, mishandling, døds¬ 
dom, kors, død og grav. “Et suk igjennem 
Verden gaar; ei Verden selv det suk for¬ 
staar. —” Men Jesus forstaar det. Han 
forstaar dette gamle dype sjælesuk, at det 
evige livs sædefrø maa nu lægges i Jorden 
forat det kan bære nogen frugt, frelste 
sjæle. Jøder og hedninger. Dette er jo 
hvad han har villet og hertil er han kom¬ 
men, tiltrods for den forfærdelse dette 
bringer hans sjæl. Nei, han vil ikke bede 
Faderen om at frelse ham ifra dette. v. 27. 
Det er jo netop hvad Faderen vil at han 
skal gjøre. Dertil har han jo lagt alle ting 
under hans føtter, for at han ved Guds 
Naade skulde smage døden for alle Heb. 
2, 9. Naar hans sjæl bragte skyldofferet, 
skulde han se sæd, leve længe, og Herrens 
Vilje have fremgang ved hans haand. Es. 
53, 10. Jesus vandt hurtig seier over den 
sjælekval som kom om ham, en forsmak 
paa den frygtelige sjæleangest, som skulde 
komme over ham i Getsemane: “Timen er 
kommen, da Menneske sønnen skal herlig- 
gjøres” v. 23. Veien til herliggjørelsen er 
utlagt i v. 25, hvor han erklærer: “den 
som elsker sit liv, mister det, og den som 
hader sit liv i denne verden, skal bevare 
det til evigt liv.” Dette gjæløer ham selv 
og det gjælder alle hans tjenere. Her er 
oplysning til desciplene. Her er svar til 
Grækerne. Fler faar de se hvem Jesus er. 
Hadde de ønsket ham til Herre, saa ser de 
nu sin tjenergjerning. Hadde de hørt Je¬ 
su tale i Templet, hans tale med farisæerne 


og de skriftkloke, fornemmet den store 
uoverensstemmelse mellem Jesus og dem, 
forstaat den dype motvilje og hat imot ham, 
hadde de villet git ham en bedre mottagelse 
end Jødene, om de hadde havt deres anled¬ 
ning, saa avviste dem ikke. Han gir dem 
den samme anledning som Jødene forsmaaet. 
De fik indbydelse til at bli hans tjenere, 
følge ham, og som hans tro tjenere faa del 
i hans herlighet og ære hos Faderen, v. 26. 
Og ligesom for at besegle sine ord utbryder 
han: “Fader, herliggjør dit Navn! v. 28. 
Igjen er det, “ske ikke min vilje men din.” 
Igjen nyder hans sjæl glæden om at gjøre 
Guds vilje. Det er herligt midt i døden, 
at frembære det store forsoningoffer, og 
derved forherlige Faderen og av ham bli 
herliggjort. Da kom det en røst ifra Him¬ 
melen: Baade har jeg herliggjort det og skal 
atter herliggjøre det v. 28. Dette er tredie 
tale av Faderen fra Himmelen til Jesus. 
Den Iste findes i Math. 3, I 7 og den 2den 
i Math. 1 7, 5 og nu her den 3die. San- 
delig Gud er ikke langt fra dem som paa- 
kalder ham. Var disse Grækere, disse 
portens proselyter, endnu tilstede og fik se 
den herlighed som Faderen omgjorde søn¬ 
nen med, da fik de se Jesus. Kjære Guds 
Ord forsyndere: La folket faa se Jesus. 
La Guds herlighed omstraale ham. Da 
vil han visselig drage dem til sig. La være 
om de ikke med det samme forstaar hvad 
de hører og ser. Jesus skal nok lære dem. 
Ved den Hellig Aands oplysning skal de 
nok vokse i troen og Kristelig forstaaelse: 
V.—29. Det var jo for tilhørernes shyld 
at Faderen talte, si er Jesus V. 30. og det 
var jo j alle tilfælde. Salige er de som 
hører Guds ord og bevare det. 

“Nu holdes dom over denne Verden; nu 
skal denne Verdens fyrste kastes ut.” For 
eders shyld, “vil Gud forherlige sit navn.” 
For eders shyld “dør Jesus Korsets død.” 
For eders shyld “holder han dom over den¬ 
ne syndige Verden.” For eders skyld, 
“kastes denne Verdens fyrste ut, han som 
ved at bringe synden ind i verden, derved 
røvet mennesket fra Gud. fik første retten 
til det og blev dens fyrste. Nu skal denne 
røver utkastes og hans rov fratages ham. 
Det er Menneske sønnen, Jesus Kristus, som 
gjør dette. Han er det Guds Lam som 
bærer al Verdens Synd.

Hr. Redaktør! I Norge en av fjeldalen 
Elven gikk mit igjenem skolekredsen. Paa 
den østre side var skolen, meste av tiden 
var det gode religcøse lærere og paa sam¬ 
me side var det nogle faa sande troende 
av mænd og kvinder. Missionsforening 
med Basar til hver vaar, og skolen blev 
brukt til Opbyggelsesmøter av læreren og 
naar det kom tilreisende; og alt gik i det 
stille, alle saa ut til at være glade og vel 
tilfreds med liten og ingen legems ulykke. 

Men paa vestsiden som var den halve 
av Kredsen var det anderledes motsat. In¬ 
gen var med i Missionsarbeide, eller Bas- 
saren. Barnene sendte de saa vit for Lan¬ 
det strenge lov. Men et ustanseligt, grun- 
digt hatt til de troende med banding og 
Ed og fyl og dans-og kort spil. At gaa til 
de møter i skolehuset var umuligt. Gud 
belønner det Gode men straffer det ondel 
Slik gikk det der. For 90 aar siden fikk 
en sin førstefødte søn født Idiot, den lever 
endnu. Og fem aar senere paa en anden 
plads en gut stum og rar i alle maater, 
han lever endnu. Paa den tredje plads 
blev en voksen pike sindsyk og blev sendt 
til Gaustad og døde der. 

Paa en av gaardene var det to søstre, de 
værste i dalen, som stod til konfirmation. 
Men samme sommer blev dem begge syke. 
Anne som var den ælste blev sengeliggen¬ 
de, og laa i en og samme seng i 50 aar. 
Men moren saag til med hende saalænge 
hun levde, men da Mor døde blev Anne 
flyt og døde om 5 a 6 aar. Søsteren Ma¬ 
rie, blev aldeles arbeids udyktig i alle hen¬ 
seende, men forblev hjemme saalænge Far 
og Mor levde. Og paa samme gaard druk¬ 
net Bestefar i Elven. Han hadde vært paa 
den andre side og om kvelden i beruset 
tilstand ro over æset, men fandt ikke land. 
Og i samme gaard blev en kone §yk i sine 
føtter og blev sittende lam det halve av 
sin levetid. Det er 40 aar siden. For 50 
aar siste i høst, satte dem op at sende sine 
barn til skolen, fordi læreren var for reli¬ 
giøs. Men dem vilde have skole for sine 
barn, men av en som passet efter demses 
tradision og dem fikk en gammel en som 
blev avsat for sit fylleliv i skolen of maat- 
te gi fuldt ophold og betaling selv. Det 
gikk et aar. I de senere aarene er det en 
gut og to piker blit sinsyke. Naar dette 
skrives er ikke en gaat med i kvindefore¬ 
ningen og Missionsarbeide. Alene Gud vet 
hvad tid det vil skje. 

En familie fikk en søn født haremynt. 
Ungdommen hadde skydelag alt paa søn¬ 
dagene, og en gut fikk sig meget skamfert 
under skytningen. De østres ungdom var 
ikke med. Gud har rikeligen velsignet dem 
paa østsiden, aldeles uigjenkjendeligt, Høi- 
skole, Landbrugsskole m. m.

Ovenstaaende er den endelige oversigt over indsamlingen for 1936. Beløpet 
$741,765.80 som kom ind var $133,234.20 mindre end det beløp som blev bevilget 
av samfundets fællesmøte i 1934, altsaa for 1935—1936, men det er $30,711.86 
mere en det som blev indsamlet i 1935. 

Menighetene ydet $34,056.09 til pensionsfondet, naadde altsaa ikke op til de 
$80,000 som blev bevilget til dette ølemed. Det er dog $5,109.77 mere end det som 
kom ind i 1935. 

Vi er dog taknemmelige til Gud for hans velsignelse over vort arbeide. Likesaa 
er vi taknemmelige til alle som i det forløpne aar viste troskap i sin av Gud betrodde 
husholdning og som hjalp til at fremme utvidelsen av hans rike. 

Mange har i det senere i sine breve beklaget sig over veir og ufremkommelige 
veier har gjort det umulig at fuldføre indsamlingen inden den 31te januar. Dette 
minder os igjen om vigtigheten og nødvendigheten av at begvnde indsamlingen tid¬ 
ligere i aaret. Vi er nu midt inde i første kvartal av indsamlingen for 1937. Sam- 
fundet har gjentagende anbefalt “en-cent-maaltidet” i løpet av fastetiden, altsaa i 
første kvartal, som en special gave i tillæg til de regulære bidrag til vore skoler, 
missioner, barmhjertighetsarbeide og pensionen. Det er vort inderlige haab og bøn 
at denne eller nogen anden god plan kan gjennemføres effektivt. Kan dette bli gjort, 
da vil en god del av det som trænges for 1937 bli indsamlet ved avslutningen av 
første kvartal. — A. J. Bergsaker.

Haugen som dens prest. Pastoren har i 
den siste tre-aars tid undergaat flere fare- 
fulde operationer, hvilke har tat haardt 
paa ham, og op til nu havt en vel fortjent 
hviletid. Nu har han mottat kald i Cabri, 
Saskatchewan, til hvilket pastoren skulde 
ha reist til den 26de forat begynde arbei¬ 
det den Iste Mars; men saa fik han et 
rygonde som gjorde, at han maatte “ligge 
over” til mandag Iste Mars. — Imidlertid 
gav dette hans uheld disse to foreninger — 
og prestefolkenes venner — en saa meget 
bedre tid til at orientere sig, og Ungdoms¬ 
foreningen fik istand et meget godt og pas¬ 
sende program av utmerket tale, sang, mu- 
sik og oplæsning for anledningen. — 
Efter programmet blev ordet overladt til 
kirkens nuværende pastor Hr.

Ganske regelmæssig forekommer artikler 
I vort kirkeblade som handler om vækkel- 
se. Man uttaler ønsker om at vækkelser 
maa komme. Forskjellige forklaringer av 
ordet gives. Noksaa ofte fremgaar det at 
hvad forfatterne har i tanke er at vækkel¬ 
ser er nødvendige inden kirken. Med kir¬ 
ken menes da baade menigheten, og me¬ 
nighetene i det fellesskap vi kalder sam- 
fundet, eller synoden. Uten tvil er der 
mange, baade læg og lærd, som i disse ti¬ 
der tenker dypt og alvorlig paa disse sa¬ 
ker. Alle de forhold som nødvendigvis har 
at gjøre med begrepet vækkelse, er av 
grundlæggende betydning, for den enkelte, 
menigheten, og samfundet.

I. 

Det er ikke et kritisk teologisk studium 
som her tilsigtes. Det er praktisk kristelige 
virkeligheter som skal fremstilles paa like¬ 
frem maate. Paa den basis spør vi: Hvad 
mener vi med ordet vækkelse? Min me¬ 
ning er at vi bruker ordet under forskjel¬ 
lig betydning. Til sine tider bruker vi det 
for at angi ugudeliges omvendelse, I stør¬ 
re eller mindre antal; til andre tider bru¬ 
ker vi det for at betegne en merkbar aan- 
delig fornyelse blandt døpte, og mer eller 
mindre virksomme medlemmer i menighe¬ 
tene. Med andre ord, vi bruker ordet væk¬ 
kelse baade for at beskrive det som fandt 
sted paa en slik vældig maate hin første 
pinsedag, som anglt i Ap. gjer., og for at 
beskrive det som Kristus krævet maatte 
ske inden visse menigheter, som nævnes i 
Joh. aab., kap. 2 og 3. Det vil igjen si: 
Vi bruker ordet, baade for at angi ugude¬ 
liges omvendelse og for at betegne den naa- 
defulde gjerning av Guds Helligaand, at 
han gjenopvækker og fornyer slike kristne 
som holder paa at falde I aandelig søvn.

THIRD SUNDAY IN LENT. 

By Rev. Iver Saugen. 

Gen. 22, 1-14. 

This text deals with Abraham’s faith and 
obedience, but as we now make use of it 
in Lenten season, let us instead of mak- 
ing applications make appropriations. And 
as such the chief figure is not Abraham, 
but Isaac, the image of Christ. Through 
this story we should see the real love of 
God, who “spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all.” 

Abraham was in his hundreth and Sa- 
rah was in her ninetieth year when Isaac 
was born to them. Manifestly, it had beeri 
the Divine purpose to protract as long as 
possible the period before that event; part- 
ly to exercise and mature Abraham’s faith, 
and partly that it should be clear that the 
gift of a son was an act of God. 

As we view the life of Abraham, we see 
that he was led step by step to the su- 
preme test in his life—the act of leaving 
home, the choosing of land, the deliver- 
ance of Lot, the “casting out” of Ismael 
were all preparation for the more and se- 
vere test of Abraham’s faith and obed¬ 
ience. For this last; the steepest ascent 
in Abraham’s life of faith, all God’s pre- 
vious leading and dealing had been gra- 
dually preparing and qualifying him. As 
such this event stands out in Scripture 
alone and unapproached, like some grand 
mountain peak. There is only one expe- 
rience recorded in Scripture that rises to 
the high and lofty conception of faith and 
obedience, and that was by the One that 
is called “the Seed of Abraham” He did 
far more than Abraham; he was made 
that blessed reality to us which in the sac- 
rifice of the Patriarch was only a symbol. 

Abraham was told by God in a plain 
language, “Take now thy son, thfne only 
son, whom thou lovest.” There could be 
no misunderstanding what God meant, and 
there was no promise of deliverance added 
to cheer him on his way. 

“But Abraham,” as St. Paul says, “stag- 
gered not at the promise of God through 
unbelief, but was strong in faith giving 
glory to God and being fully persuaded 
that what he had promise he was able also 
to perform.” And so we read in the ele- 
venth chapter of Hebrews: “By faith Ab¬ 
raham, when he was tried, offered up 
Isaac; and he that had received the pro¬ 
mise offered up his only begotten son, of 
whom it was said that in Isaac shall thy 
seed be called: accounting that God was 
able to raise him from the dead, from 
whence also he received him in a figure.” 

Had it been only to try Abrahams’ faith, 
God could have told Abraham to do this 
act at home. But as the command came 
to Abraham, it included a definite place 
deslgnated by God. He was to go into 
the land of Moriah. Why? AbrahanTs 
sacrificial act was to point to a remote fu- 
ture event. The place chosen by God for 
Isaac sacrifice was the future site of Je¬ 
rusalem, where God himself would actual- 
ly deliver his son into death for us all. 

From the eleventh chapter of the Heb¬ 
rews, we see that Abraham had so truly 
sacrificed Isaac in his mind and heart that 
when God stopped the act he “in a figure” 
received him back from the dead. Across 
the valley on another hill-top God’s only 
son was so completely given up that the 
son cried: “My God, my God why hast 
thou forsaken me.” 

We like to make applications; we like 
to say this is a lesson of faith and it is 
for us to draw application from it. To 
me this is too much. I fail to find appli¬ 
cation. I rather seek to appropriate some 
of this goodness and love taught in this 
lesson. And surely as we go through the 
Lenten again we should seek to appropriate 
God’s love manifested in His Son Jesus 
Christ.

The N. L. T. A. 

Perhaps you thought the above letters 
should have been N.L.C.A. But not so. 
Some of you likely asked what the “T” 
stands for. “The Norwegian Lutheran 
Teacher’s Association” is no new thing. It 
has been active in the States many years. 
In a recent article in The Lutheran Herald 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus tells of how this As¬ 
sociation and our Church work together 
harmoniously. He recommends the work. 

It is an Association composed of Paro- 
chial School teachers, pastors, and inter- 
ested friends of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church. According to the constitution 
“Any confirmed member of good standing 
in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America.” An Association which endea- 
vors to promote the great work of Paro- 
chial School. This important phase of our 
Christian work has been sorrowfully ne- 
glected in scores of places the latter years 
— not the least in Canada. Has the prac- 
tise In Norway influenced our Norsemen 
in this country? I just ask. It seems 
many talk about how it was there, and 
fail to take the initiative here under the 
new system. In some communities interest 
fails; other places financial difficulties rule. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Teacher’s As¬ 
sociation stands ready to assist in such 
cases. It will send a teacher upon request, 
paying all travelling expenses. The teach- 
ing is gratis. Be it understood that this 
should not be done where the teacher could 
be paid by the immediate congregation, or 
community. 

I can not go into detailed history of 
years past. Let it suffice to state that 20 
—30 teachers have gone out into various 
fields each year. A few teachers have 
worked in Alberta and Sask. These were 
able; on their return, to relate blessed ex- 
periences among the children. Thousands 
of children have been contacted during this 
last quarter of a century. 


Another important phase of the Asso¬ 
ciation^ work is the 2—3 day’s meeting 
conducted in interest of child trainning. 
We need Christian children who will be- 
come Christian young people, and promot- 
ers of Christian homes. 

The Board has decided that 2—3 mem- 
bers travel through Canada next summer 
to conduct such meetlngs. Should any pas¬ 
tor and congregation be interested to have 
a visit by these friends, write either Ger¬ 
hard Ostrem, Augsburg College, Minne¬ 
apolis, Minn., (Association’s Secretary in 
Canad) or Lawrence Olson, Cottonwood, 
Minn., (Pres. of Ass’n.). Through offer- 
ings lifted at such meetlngs, and personal 
gifts from friends, this work is made pos¬ 
sible. 

“Greetings” is the official Paper. Should 
anyone desire to learn more about this 
work we would be glad to have you sub- 
scribe to Greetings. Costs fifty cents per 
year; or $1.00 entitles you to the paper 
and membership In the Association. 


What Standard Should Prevail 
During Courtship And 
Engagement.

It is admitting that you are delighted 
to be anybody’s darling. It is not elever, 
nor beautiful, it is just sloppy and child- 
ish and cheap. Even worldly people look 
upon this reckless so prevalent love-making 
as sickening. 

If your future shall be for better, not 
for worse, then do not tear these, the 
noblest and sweetest of human sentiments 
from the pedestal where God has placed 
them down to the level of cheap and silly 
trifling. You may not be quite so popu- 
lar, but you will be right. 

Needless to say, so evident must it be, 
that the period of courtship which precedes 
engagement should be a time of careful 
choosing. Engagements in the slght of God 
is saered and binding; it is a pledge, a 
promise, and the attitude in entering it 
should be one of permanence. Regarding 
engagement Dr. Bruce says: “Petty quar- 
rels or disagreements do not constitute va¬ 
lid causes for the breaking of a promise 
to marry, but a growing consciousness of 
incompatibility, rendering a happy married 
life impossible, discovery of fraud or de- 
ceit on the part of one of the parties, faith- 
lessness and the Ilke constitute valid 
grounds for breaking off bethrothal rela¬ 
tions. It is better to break off a relation 
that gives promise of an unhappy married 
life with all the details of the situation 
foreboding marital misery and both temp- 
oral and etemal shipwreck.” 

Long engagements are not usually ad- 
visable, but at present for obvlous reasons 
they are unavoidable. It is quite generally 
agreed that marriage between a Christian 
and a non-Christian seldom works well, 
wherefore it is desirable that young people 
choose amongst those of their own faith. 
As man and wife they should have every- 
thing in common, which would inelude spi¬ 
ritual interests and one church home. In 
making this choice, which will mean so 
much either for future misery or happiness, 
it would be well to seek the advice of pa 
rents, or friends, and, as in every choice 
ask God for His guidance. 

It has been said that the power which 
has brought two young people together and 
led them to announce their marriage pro¬ 
mise is one of the strengest and holiest 
impulses which the all-wise Creator has 
planted in the human heart. Engagement 
is a thrilling prelude, vibrant with antici- 
pations of the future; it separates the flut- 
tering and suspense of courtship from the 
serious responsibilities of married life and 
Is one of the happiest periods in life. 

When through His guidance two Chris¬ 
tian hearts find each other the Church says 
to them: “Enjoy your love, enjoy the en- 
dearments with which your mutual affec- 
tion may be expressed. Enjoy everything 
which your devotion, purified as it is 
through Christian faith brings you. But 
always remember that you are Chrlsfs and 
that your bodies must bepkept as temples 
of the living God. 

In the days of engagement, then, as in 
the days of courtship, those things should 
be avoided which tend to cheapen and de- 
base these saered emotions, and the con¬ 
duct such that when they meet at the altar,

Twister Interpretation. 

It is interesting, but tragie, to note the 
queer and faneiful dodges employed by 
twisters of scripture to make a passage 
"fit” a deviPs lie. Personal honesty and 
fairmindedness seems to be abandoned in 
the attempt. 

There are among others at least two 
groups who seek to spread the heretical, 
unscriptural, and ridiculous idea of “soul 
sleeping” or “non-existence” in death. In 
the path of this teaching, scripture places 
many unsurmountable snags. Since these 
scriptural snags cannot be scaled they must 
be avoided by false interpretation.

In order to dodge the issue, the first 
group insists that since the punctuatlon 
marks are not inspired—the comma in the 
passage should me moved ahead one word. 
This makes it read as follows: “Verily I 
say unto thee today, shalt thou be with 
me in paradise.” Does that seem sensible? 
It is indeed serious when the desperate at¬ 
tempt at evasion of truth leads one to even 
suggest such a gramatlcally incorrect, and 
nonsensical construction of the words of our 
Saviour! 

Such an interpretation is made only when 
a false premise drives the interpreter to it. 
It is plain that it was wholly unnecessary 
for Jesus to tell the thief that he was speak- 
ing “today.” The thief would under no 
twist oi Imagination think that the saviour 
was speaking yesterday or tomorrow. 

But behold the ingenuity—No, the folly 
of the blinded! 

The second group takes a little different, 
but equally ridiculous course in interpre¬ 
tation. This groups adds a question mark 
to the statement, making it read thus- 
“ Verily I say unto thee today, shalt thou 
be with me in paradise?” This makes Je¬ 
sus words a question! Imagine introduc- 
mg a question with the word “Verily”! 
Would it not be ridiculous if one should 
go to his neighbor and say, “Verily I say 
unto thee today, shalt thou go to town to¬ 
morrow?’ Behold the blighting blindness! 

But who Is so blind as the one who re- 
fuses to see? Who is so gullible as the 
ones who follow satanic man-made plans? 
Nonsense then parades itself as spiritual 
light and insight, while the path traveled 
leads on as it begins, into outer darkness 
where there is weeping and gnashing of 
teéth.
